Report on Biblical Recorder 

The Biblical Recorder has been the organ of our Baptist 
State Convention for more than four score years, and during 
that time has stood for every movement and fostered every under- 
taking that has meant the educational, moral or spiritual uplift 
of our people. It is the medium of communication and bond 
of unity among our people. It stands for the fundamentals that 
aie necessary to the establishment and advancing of our Lord’s 
Kingdom in the hearts of the people. Evangelization, enlighten- 
ment, edification, enlistment, equipment, which means not only 
winning souls, and instructing them in the way of righteousness, 
building them up in faith and works, but also puttng them to 
woi th> and specific tasks, with proper equipment for the best 
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service in the various departments of our Lord’s Kingdom. We 
are shut up to the religious press as the only agency that can 
give our people just what they need along this line, because 
the secular press however friendly cannot give the necessary 
space or set forth our distinctive views or publish continual 
appeals for the denominational enterprises. The religious papers 
and periodicals occupy an important place in our denominational 
life, and are being used greatly for the advancement of the 
Master’s Kingdom. Our people are reading as never before 
and it behooves us to place the best possible in our homes, 
because our country is being flooded with trash that is entering 
every home in the land. In view of this vital place of the Recorder 
in the life and work of the denomination and in keeping with 
like action of other Associations in the State we recommend: 

That the pastor and deacons of each church of the Kings 
Mountain Association, secure at the earliest possible date, a 
permanent Recorder committee and the most efficient solicitor, 
who will undertake the work of putting and keeping the Biblical 
Recorder in every family in their church.

Brother Jno. P. Mull read the following: 

Report on Temperance, Social Evils and Public Morals 

While the United States is not yet strictly a prohibition 
nation, we as a Christian denomination ought to feel proud of 
the advance that we have made along prohibition lines during 
the last year. Since our great nation has been plunged into the 
present world war, congress has passed a law prohibiting the 
manufacture of liquor from any grain that might be used for 
food. This law alone has closed many of the large distilleries 
in states which now allow intoxicating liquor to be manufactured. 
The Webb-Kenyon law has been declared constitutional by the 
Supreme Court of the United States and now under this law the 
enforcement of the prohibition of our country is put squarely 
up to the dry states. This causes us as Baptist Association, 
to insist that we have more stringent laws in our own state 
for the enforcement of our prohibition laws as expressed by the 
majority of our people on our constitutional amendments in 
regard to prohibition. Our people voted by a majority of over 
40,000 for the constitutional amendment, against the manufac- 
ture and sale of intoxicating liquors. The Supreme Court puts 
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the question up to the states, so to speak, for the enforcement 
of this law-. 

The committee submits that we as a Christian body ought to 
go on record as favoring more stringent laws in our own state 
for the enforcement of this old law as provided by the new decision 
of the Supreme Court in upholding the Webb-Kenyon law. 

In this our national crisis when we are mobilizing our young 
men for a great national army, congress has by law prohibited 
the sale of liquors to these boys while they are in the training camp. 
We as a body of Christian workers ought to commend congress for 
thus taking this poisonous viper out of the reach of the flower 
of our young manhood, who compose our new national army. We 
now have 24 dry states and more than 75 per cent of our people 
live in dry territory. The next great step will be national prohi- 
bition. We as a committee favor of submitting an amendment 
to our present constitution so as to give the people of the United 
States the privilege of voting on this great question by states. 

But there are other evils besides the liquor traffic. We as 
a great body of Christians who compose the Kings Mountain 
Association are not so frequently in contact with violations of the 
prohibition laws for our law is both very stringent and rigidly 
enforced, but there are many practices which are carried on in 
our midst, almost un-noticed which are undermining the morals 
of our country, and destroying our youth. Some of these evils 
are the tobacco habit, the soft drink habit, the desecration of the 
Sabbath by automobile pleasure riding and many other ways 
that are obvious to the casual observer. 

We as a committee recommend: 

First: That we commend congress for its work in temperance 
from a national standpoint. Second: Submission of an amend- 
ment to our National Constitution. Third: That we recommend 
the passage of other and better enforcement of our present 
state law. Fourth: that we condemn the wide-spread of the 
soft drink hjabit, sale of tobacco to minors and automobile 
pleasure riding of our members on the Sabbath.

Brother D. G. Washburn read the following: 

Report on Sunday Schools 

It is clearly taught in the Bible that God wants us to teach 
His word to the people. In the day when Israel wandered away 
from God, they were brought back largely through teaching. 
In New Testament times Jesus and the Apostles made teaching 
a great factor in the spread of the Gospel. Since the story of the 
Bible has closed, whenever God’s people have magnified teaching 
His cause has prospered, and whenever, they have neglected it, 
His cause has languished. The Sunday School work is going well 
among North Carolina Baptists; as the following facts will show: 

In 1897 there were 914 schools with a membership of 66,046; 

in 1906 there were 1460 schools with a membership of 115,709; 

in 1916 there were 2123 schools with a membership of 221,148. 

There is progress along all lines, teacher training, improved 
buildings and equipments, grading the schools to improve the 
organizations, organizing home departments and securing books 
to learn the best plans and methods for doing the work to the 
best advantage. The size of the Sunday School, as compared 
with the church membership should be considered. In the entire 
state there are eighty in Sunday School for every 100 Church 
members. In the state about thirty-four per cent of the Church 
members belong to the Sunday School. In the state the Sunday 
Schools gave over $50,000.00 to Missions and Benevolence and a 
little more than this for Sunday School expenses. 

Let all the Sunday Schools of this Association be enlisted 
in Missions and Benevolent work during the coming year. 

Some recommendations suggested by the Baptist State Con- 
vention at its last session: (1) Campaigns for reaching more of 
our people for our Sunday Schools. (2) A lining up of our men 
and women in the Convention Adult Bible Class Department. (3) 
An earnest effort to get our officers and teachers interested in the 
great work of teacher training. (4) A close touch and co-opera- 
tion with the Sunday School department of our Mission Board. 
(5) A vitalizing of all our schools to make them more effective in 
evangelism and definite in trainng every one for personal service.

Report on Woman’s Work. 

The work of the Woman’s Missionary Union is a record of 
progress during the year. The women who are members of the 
thirteen missionary societies in our Association have accomplished 
much in the Master’s service. The many different activities in 
which they are engaged bespeak the wide variety of service. They 
have studied at first hand in the different study books the Mission 
fields; they have contributed to the Mission objects and to other 
needs the suln of $1145.60; they have been at work in the Y. W. A., 
having four active organizations, three Royal Ambassador Socie- 
ties, and several Sunbeam bands. The annual meeting of the 
Union was held at the South Shelby Baptist Church, last week in 
August. They have done personal service, visiting the sick 
and ministering to the needy. They have helped the Orphanage, 
the Y. W. A. sending a box valued at twenty dollars to one of 
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the girls at Thomasville. 

The work that has been done is deserving of praise, but the 
Committee suggests that every church in the Association should 
organize and encourage this most important work. Those churches 
that have no W. M. U. do not have the missionary atmosphere. 
The Committee wishes to make one more suggestion that the 
men in the churches encourage their wives who are interested in 
this work and the other ladies in • their churches that the work 
may go on to better and more definite results.

Report on State Missions 

The great importance of State Missions cannot be overesti- 
mated, because it lies at the very foundation of all Mission work. 
If we fail in the State Mission work, we must fail in the Home 
and Foregn Mission work. If we fail at home, we must fail abroad. 
The object of State Mission work is to establish a Baptist church 
in every community in the State and to strengthen the weak Bap- 
tist churches that are already in existence. 

In recent years many good churches have been established. 
Pastoral support, in many places, has become more adequate and 
contributions to benovolence have been greatly increased, and ex- 
c llent denominational schools have been maintained and we are 
looking for more rapid growth in our State Mission work in the 
future than in the past. 

There is great need of evangelistic work in both the eastern 
and western parts of our State, where there are only about 3 to 
4 per cent of our people are Baptist. The 300,000 white Baptists 
in our State should not be satisfied with these conditions. 

Let us not only preach the Gospel, but live the Gospel and 
teach the people what Christ has commanded us to teach them, so 
that our State may be won to Christ. 

Throughout its history, God’s blessings have rested upon our 
State Mission work and thousands of people have been blessed 
and saved. But saving the soul is not all. It is just as im- 
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portant to save the life for Christ, as it is to save the soul fcr 
eternity, and here is where we as a denomination have failed to 
a great extent. We have done much to save the soul, but little to 
save the life. Our great need is training our people, so that 
their lives will count for God. Go make disciples and teach them 
to do what Christ has commanded.

Brother B. T. Falls read the following: 

Report on Home Missions 

Service is the dominant idea of Home Missions. It means 
“Preparedness” — the adequate preparation of the forces and con- 
servation of our resources at home to Christianize the heathen 
abroad. The Home Board requires and needs much money to 
prosecute its work, but vastly more it needs service, born of sac- 
rifice. A few paltry dollars beggingly wrought from an un- 
willing people, or grudgingly contributed, does not begin to solve 
the problems of the Home Board, nor accomplish the tasks 
whereunto we are called. 

The dominant religious forces of the South are estimated 
at 11,391,000, which are members of evangelical churches, and 
of which number 5,528,000 are Baptists, or about one-half. On 
the other hand there are in the South 18,000,000 people of the 
age of accountability who have made no profession of religion. 
In other words, about 3 out of every 5, people cn the Home Field 
have never met the Prince of Peace and claimed him as their own. 
These facts alone present a wonderful opportunity for soul-saving 
for the Home Board and its workers, besides the colossal prob- 
lem of providing more adequate teaching facilities that we may 
be able to more effectually nurture the Christ-life in the new con- 
verts. 

In addressing itself to this task the Home Board for the 
fiscal year ending April 30, 1917, raised from all sources $474,702, 
and of this amount this association contributed $909,42. Among 
ether things accomplished the Home Board aided or maintained: 
36 mountain schools; 201 mountain school workers; 16 enlistment 
workers; 24 evangelistic workers; 1,228 white missionaries; 38 
negro missionaries. 

Through all its agencies 22,945 Baptisms were reported for 
the year, also 60,202 additions to the churches, and 1,710 volun- 
teers for ministerial evangelism; 431 houses of worship were 
built or improved, and 563 Sunday schools were organized. The 
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amount set for the current year is an increase of 24 per cent, or 
$505,193. 

Such a splendid showing ought to appeal to all Christian work- 
ers. To be indifferent to the appeal of such an opportunity is 
to confess that we are inept pupils of the Master. This work 
ought to have greater publicity among the people of this associa- 
tion through the medium of the printed word, more frequent ser- 
mons, and formation of mission study classes.

Report on Foreign Missions 

The Mission spirit so thoroughly permeates the Baptist of 
the Kings Mountain Association that it is no longer necessary 
to argue the merit or necessity of Foreign Mission work The 
brethren are in good faith making an earnest effort to carry out 
the last command of our Lord, “to go into all the world and make 
deciples of all nations.” The work is difficult and necessarily 
slow, yet substantial results are being obtained. 

The Southern Baptist maintained 307 missionaries in the 
foreign fields last year, and supported 809 native workers and 
then our labors were blessed with 6,347 conversions and bap- 
tisms. We are doing Missionary work in Africa, Argentina, Brazil, 
China, Japan and Mexico in which countries the Southern Bap- 
tist have 458 churches with a membership aggregating 47,161, 
or a membership nearly six times the size of the membership of 
the Kings Mountain Baptist Association. 

To carry on this Foreign Mission work the Southern Bap- 
tist spent $749,140.00 last year. Of this amount the North Car- 
oline Baptists contributed $55,772.00, or about an average of 
20c per member. The Kings Mountain Baptist Association con- 
tributed $1,346.28 for Foreign Missions during the past year. 
This is about $29.00 less than the amount contributed during the 
year 1916. 

Of the churches of the Kings Mountain Association, New 
Bethel leads the contribution to Foreign Missions with an aver- 
age of 91 cents per member while equally strong churches, such 
as Beaver Dam, Grover, New Hope, New Prospect, Pleasant 
Grove, Union, Zoar and others contribute on an average of from 
four to eight cents per member. 

The need of the cause is great and we urge the churches that 
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are not doing their duty toward foreign missions to increase 
their activity, that our Association may do its full duty.

Thursday Afternoon. 

The Association met at 1:30, according to order of 
adjournment, and after a song service, Brother J. G. 
Graham led in prayer. 

Brother J. V. Devenneyread the following: 

Report on Christian Education 

Christian Education means instruction in Christian truth 
combined with training in Christian service. Any school in 
which this instruction and this training is made prominent is a 
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Christian school; but in order that such instruction and such 
training may be given unhampered and in the best possible 
environment educational institutions under distinctively denomina- 
tional control are necessary. The Baptist denomination in this 
State have 17 such institutions; three colleges, Wake Forest for 
young men, Meredith for young women, and Chowan also for 
young women; and 14 secondary, or high schools, one of which, 
Boiling Springs High School, is located in the territory of this 
Association and jointly owned and controlled by this and the 
Sandy Run Association. In addition to these there are also one 
college and several secondary schools in which Christian teach- 
ing is emphasized, that are privately owned but largely and en- 
tirely under Baptist control, and one of these, Piedmont High 
School, is located within our bounds. 

It behooves us as a denomination to see to it that such of 
these institutions as we own and control directly are properly 
and thoroughly equipped for their respective tasks and ade- 
quately manned in strong teaching force. It is not enough that 
our schools simply be as good as others in the kind and quality of 
instruction given; they must be superior in the lines of teaching 
covered by others, and in addition must give instruction of a high 
order in fields not occupied by others, namely: in Bible truth and 
Christian service. Only by this means can they fill their noble 
mission to the denomination and to the kingdom of God. 

Christian education includes the special training of young men 
called to preach the Gospel and of young women preparing to 
do mission work at home or in foreign fields. Many of these 
come from the common walks of life and are not able to bear the 
necessary expenses of a course in college or seminary. Formerly 
our churches have been making contributions under the head of 
Ministerial Education to aid such of these as were pursuing 
their studies as Wake Forest and the Seminary at Louisville, Ky. 
Under our present system of work as outlined by the Baptist 
State Convention, these contributions now come under the gen- 
eral head of Christian Education. 

To this object during the year just closing we as an Associa- 
tion have given $241.55, ten of our churches not giving anything. 
This amount includes $69.95 contributed to pay the tuition of 
Ministerial Students at Boiling Springs High School. The 
churches of the State as a whole are asked to contribute two-fifths 
as much to this object as is given to State Missions. According 
to the financial table before us this proportion would call for 
$524.00 from the churches of this Association. 

Your committee earnestly recommends that each of our 
churches shall contribute to this object and that the above pro- 
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portion be observed in the gifts. This will call for greatly enlarged 
contributions in many instances, but the cause is worthy and the 
need is urgent.

ANNUAL REPORT BOARD TRUSTEES BOILING 

SPRINGS HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Kings Mountain and Sandy Run Baptist Associations: 

God has richly blessed your school during the past year as 
well as throughout its entire history. In submitting this, our 
tenth annual report, we pray that His guiding hand may ever 
lead and direct us. 

Last Year’s Record 

Marked progress along all lines was visible, especially in 
standard of scholarship and in the development of a strong Chris- 
tian character in the student body. 

The total enrollment for the year, ending April 18th, 1917, 
was 274, an increase of 15 over the preceding year. The number 
to leave school before commencement was smaller than usual. The 
parents are to be congratulated on this improvement. The work 
of the teachers for the year was thorough and satisfactory. 

There were sixteen in the graduating class, an equal num- 
ber each of boys and girls. This brings the total number of grad- 
uates from the opening of the school to date to 104, but we should 
never lose sight of the hundreds of others who have here laid the 
foundations for building noble Christian manhood and womanhood. 

The heating plants and waterworks, installed in 1915, have 
given entire satisfaction and have added materially to the com- 
fort and popularity of the School. 

The total cost of operating the school for last year, includ- 
ing the boarding department, was $14,395.23. While the price 
of food products continued to soar, yet the average price of board 
for the year was only $6.80 per month. The popular and efficient 
matron, Mrs. Lillian M. Rich, is always able to furnish substan- 
tial board at minimum cost. 
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Present Term 

The present term opened August 7th, with the largest at- 
tendance, for the first day, in the history of the school. The number 
has steadily increased till now we have an enrollment of 131 boys 
and 109 girls, making a total of 240. This is 22 in excess of the 
enrollment at this time last year. 

There are three changes, in the faculty from last year due to 
resignations and one additional teacher to handle the overflow in 
the Music Department. Miss Olive Moore succeeded Miss Watson 
in the Intermediate Department and Miss Mabel Quinn succeeded 
Miss Walser in the Music Department. Since the opening of the 
term Miss Margaret Dover has been elected Assistant Teacher in 
Music. Rev. L. M. White, pastor of the First Baptist Church of 
Shelby, is, at present, the efficient teacher in the Bible Depart- 
ment. Rev. L. W. Swope was elected to this position to succeed 
Rev. T. C. Holland, who returned to the Seminary, but Brother 
Swope was later called into service as Chaplain of the First 
North Carolina Regiment. The Board was fortunate in securing 
the services of Brother White until permanent arrangements can 
be made. No efforts will be spared at any time to make the Bible 
Department the crowning feature of the school. 

Mrs. Rich, the Matron and Inspector of the Boys’ Dormitory 
now occupies rooms in the dormitory building. This arrange- 
ment is proving entirely satisfactory, as she has the highest re- 
spect for and of the boys. Prof. O. P. Hamrick and wife occupy 
rooms in the Moore Cottage near by. 

The following extract from a recent report by the Principal 
to this board is instructive: 

“I am pleased to report your school in a most flourishing 
condition and the health of the students excellent. The class 
work is very satisfactory. 

Your school continues to grow in public favor as demon- 
strated by the increased attendance and the widening area of 
patronage. The total enrollment to date is larger than ever before 
at this season. The 240 students are classified as follows, to-wit: 
Primary, 30; Intermediate, 30; Preparatory, 10; Freshman, 90; 
Sophomore, 24; Junior, 16; Senior, 36. There are enrolled in 
special classes as follows: Music, 60; Bible Department, 35; Do- 
mestic Science, 10; Expression, 8; Art and China Painting, 7; 
Commerce, 2. There are 7 Ministerial students. There are 149 
boarding students and 91 day students. The area of patronage 
covers three states — North C&rolina, South Carolina and Georgia, 
there being 10 counties in North Carolina represented. 

Above the sixth grade, there are 155 students who are church 
members, representing three denominations, and 52 who are non- 
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church members. Thirty-four churches from the two Associa- 
tions are represented in the student body, there being an equal 
number of churches (17) from each Association. The Kings 
Mountain Association has a small majority in number of students. 
There are ten teachers in the faculty, four men and six women.” 

Old Indebtedness 

At last we have reached the goal. The old debt is paid and 
your school is free. It faces the future with bright hopes. On 
January 2nd, 1917, the last dollar was paid and the cancelled 
notes burned in public. The small deficiency in funds available 
was made up at the time by the members of the Board. 

Needed Improvements 

Your Board has several times, in former reports, suggested 
the need of painting the school buildings but finds it necessary 
now to urge the necessity for immediate action on this line. The 
main building is deteriorating and a delay means loss. Then from 
an aesthetic standpoint painting both inside and out is greatly 
needed. 

Your Board further recommends that, at least $50.00 be raised 
at once to equip a laundry for the benefit of the many girls who 
desire to do their own laundering. 

May we not yet hope that God will put it upon the hearts 
of some of our good men and women to erect on the school 
grounds a new building to be known as the “Dobbins-Dixon Mem- 
orial Building?” By any other name the building would be just 
as valuable. The need for another building is great but the 
Board has not the funds with which to build.

Christian Development 

Appieciating the supreme importance of a strong Christian 
character, your school has and will ever stress Christianity with 
mtellectual development. The usual organizations on this line 
i re fostered in the school and in the local church. All students 
are required to attend devotional exercises each morning and 
Church and Sunday School each Sunday. We point with special 
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pride to the efficient service that is being rendered the home 
churches by our students upon their return home. Your Board 
confidently expects to see the day when all churches in these 
two Associations will have members in training at this school.

Report on Orphanage 

In its physical equipment, as well as in the character of its 
constituency, the Thomasville Orphanage holds a foremost place 
among the orphan homes of the South. For thirty-two years the 
home has been growing and is constantly being enlarged and still 
the task looms before us as just begun. 

The unprecedented prices for the necessities of life have 
made a rocky road for all public institutions, but the Baptist 
people have been responsive and generous. The past year has 
been the best in our history, financially. But the fact that it put 
us out of debt must not lull us to sleep. The high cost of living 
is putting us in debt again. From month to month we are run- 
ning behind with our current expenses. Contributions must in- 
crease with our needs. Within a few months there will be added 
to the Kennedy Home another cottage for twenty-five more 
children. The distress of our times adds its demands upon the 
Orphanage.

Report on Ministerial Relief 

The purpose of the Ministerial Relief Board, located at Dur- 
ham, is to extend aid to every aged or afflicted minister, or the 
needy widows of former worthy North Carolina pastors, in our 
State. This purpose is being realized as far as the funds at the 
disposal of the Board will admit. This aid, however, is altogether 
inadequate to the needs of our worthy brethren, who are now in- 
capacitated for active service. 

The receipts of the Board during the last Convention year 
were only $4,350.19, and the Board could extend aid to only 36 
brethren, and it is readily seen that these received only small 
amounts each, so small, in fact, as to be really a shame on the 
denomination. 

Last year the churches of our Association contributed to this 
object only $139.09, which is only an average of 114 cents for 
each of our 8,342 members. 

The only way that our Board can extend aid to more of our 
needy ministers, and make larger appropriations to those aided, 
is for the churches that give to this object to enlarge their gifts, 
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and for every church to contribute regularly to this object. In 
oui Association last year ten of our churches reported no con- 
tribution for Ministerial Relief. 

Your committee recommends, therefore: 

1. That all our churches contribute regularly to this Board. 

2. That our churches who have heretofore given to this ob- 
ject, increase their contribution; and 

3. That an extra offering, in addition to the amounts pledged 
by the churches, be taken by each church for this object as a 
Christmas offering.

Report on Pastoral Support and Church Finance 

The Home, the Sunday School and the Church are the three 
great moral agencies of the Kingdom of God. 

In the beginning God committed to the family the religious 
training of the race, and for the first fifteen centuries no other 
agency was used. But all parents did not prove faithful and God 
repented that he had made man. In God s next plan for the re- 
demption of man, He established the church school as a co-working 
agency with the family with Abraham as one of the first teachers. 
Still later in God’s plan, say in the days of John the Baptist, the 
pulpit in its permanent and distinctive foim was added, with its 
crowning- work for the welfare of the race. 

It is a serious thing to be called to the ministry. The young 
man that is called and accepts the call should ask himself ques- 
tions somewhat like the following: Is my character such as to 
justify me in proclaiming the Gospel to others; are my habits 
of life fit to be an example; do I intend to keep myself free from 
all vice that contaminate; have I a strong desire to do good; do I 
love the people, not nice ones only, but all sorts; am I willing to 
devote my life to helping others and am I willing to toil and sac- 
rifice ? If any man can aswer the above question in the affirma- 
tive he may be justified in preachng. And the man who gives his 
life to others should be supported by others. This is not being 
done in this Association. Last year the rural pastors reeeived 
less than $500. 

The amount paid to Home and Foreign Missions is too small 
by one-half. We ought to pay three times as much as we do to the 
support of aged Ministers, Denominational schools, the poor and 
the Orphanage.

our blessed Lord, who taught us the fatherhood of God, and the 
brotherhood of man.

MINUTES OF THE WOMAN’S MISSIONARY UNION OF THE 

KINGS MOUNTAIN ASSOCIATION 

The annual session of the Woman’s Missionary Union of the 
Kings Mountain Association met with the South Shelby Church 
August 30 and 31st. 

At 10:30 the meeting was called to order by Mrs. Archer, the 
Associational Superintendent. A hymn, “To the Work” was sung; 
Mrs. Archer read the 91st Psalm, after which Mrs. Beach led in 
prayer. 

The Constitution was then read by the Secretary. 

The reports from the following societies were read: 

W. M. S.: Boiling Springs, Cherryville, Double Springs, Eliza- 
beth, Fallston, Flint Hill, Grover, Kings Mountain, New Bethel, 
New Hope, Shelby First, Shelby Second and Waco. 

Y. W. A.: Boiling Springs, Kings Mountain, New Bethel and 
Shelby First Church. 

R. A.: Boiling Springs, Kings Mountain and Grover. 

Sunbeams: Boiling Springs, Cherryville, Double Springs, Eliza- 
beth, Flint Hill, Grover, Kings Mountain, New Hope, Shelby 
Second and Waco. 

A most encouraging sign is the amount of personal service 
which is being done by the societies. Nearly every organization 
reports something along this line. 

Visitors and new societies were recognized. 

The welcome address was given by Miss Ruby Hayes and was 
responded to by Mrs. Archer. 

Mrs. Archer next gave a summary of the year’s work, placing 
special emphasis on Royal Ambassador work, and also our duty 
to the soldier boys, who are soon to go to the various training 
amps. 

“Go Forward” was the watchword adopted for the next year 
and it is ernestly hoped that we may broaden our work along 
line.
